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Peel Castle. Now a mass of ruins, in former times 
Peel Castle was a place of great importance. It is built 
on a rocky islet, occupying; an area of about 5 acres; 
within its walls are the remaifis of St. German’s Cathedral. 
There are m my legends to interest visitors, chief of which 
is the tradition of the Mauthe Dhoo—ja spectral hound — 
which used to haunt the castle. 
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
